Superintendent Tan Shao-lieng, Special Branch. 


October 28, 1931. 


Dear Mr. Tan, 
One of our investigators named Loh Yi- 
mur reported yesterday that while making investigations 
tn Yanztszepoo District — taken by a policeman on 
duty there to the police station where he was detained 
for about an hour although he ha: shown them his 
identification card of investigator issued by this 
Rureaue In addition to paying no attention to tke 
card, the police even seized the investigation book 
and forms. As the object of this Pureau in carrying 
out the investigatian is to compile statistics relating 
to business cOnditions and asc our investigator has 
never intruded isto any shop, it is beyond dovbt that 
no breach of peace and order has been created. Resides 
in view of the f-ct that the identification card showed 
by our investigation is sufficient to show his standing 
how can that policeman arrest and detain him at his own 
will, thus obstructing the discharge of public functions? 
Whe vis more ridiculous is the subsequent confiscaticn 
of the investigator's books and forms by the police. In 
fact,on what authority does that policeman make use of 
his good office and commit this arrogant act? Please 
make investigation into this matter and favour us with 


a reply as early as possible.
